Olson was in the grand jury room less 
than an hour, and was followed by 
Alexander F. Reichmann, attorney for 
the Northern Trust company, which 
is handling the McClintock millions. 

Reichmann was a co-guardian of 
Billy McClintock with Mrs, Shepherd.

Faiman, recognized by medical au- 
thorities as an expect in bacteriology,

To Control Pedestrians. 

In addition to warning all traffic 
that a new signal is impending and 
that all street intersections are to be 
cleared, the amber signal will give 
clearance for fire engines, ambulances 
and police cars.

dynamite bomb had been dropped into 
the shaft. 

By midnight the electric light plant 
of the mine, which was wrecked by 
the blast, was in operation again, one 
of the two main fans was in opera- 
tion and a bucket was being rigged to 
send rescue men to the bottom. 

A low rumbling gave the first indi- 
cation of trouble. Then there was a 
sharp explosion which shook the earth 
and the company store near the mine 
was wrecked. Doors and windows 
fell from houses across the county 
road, 300 feet away. Then the dark- 
ness was lighted by a sheet of flame 
that shot from the mouth of the pit 
and extended hundreds of feet into 
the air.

AGAINST OREGON LAW 


Washington, March 17.—The con- 
cluding oral arguments in the supreme 
court on the coustitutionality of the 
Oregon law requiring children be- 
tween 8 and 16 years of age, to at- 
tend state schoojs brought further 
questions from the justice today 
which indicated to an intensely in- 
terested audience that contentions in 
behalf of the act were meeting with 
little success. 

The argument for the state is 
pealing from devisions enjoining 
forcement of the law obtained in the 
federal district court for Oregon by 
the society of the Sisters of-the Holy 
Names of Jesus and Mary and the 
Hill Military Academy. 

If the court should take jurisdic- 
tion in the ease and uphold the de- 
eision of the lower court, counsel for 
the state asserted that a constitu- 
tional amendment vould be proposed 
to give states complete control over 
the edueation of children. ‘They ar- 
gued, however, that having decided 
that the states hare control over the 
labor of children, the supreme court, 
in such a decision, must go a step 
further and declare they already pos- 
sess a similar right to control educa- 
tion, 

Constitutional Guestions relating to 
the rights of property and personal 
liberty, the guarantees of religious 
freedom and the control of parents 
over the education of their children, 
which were touched upon in the open- 
ing arguments yesterday, were en-

The state agreed that, should pri- 
vate or parochial schools be able to 
show that the new public school law 
was unreasonable, there was a fed- 
eral question, but its counsel contend- 
ed that no such showing had been 
made, and that therefore the state 
must be permitted to solve the ques- 
tion.
